I ber part in tile $600,000 Peltzer swin­ 
dles. 
A minority of the jury pleaded for 
mercy. 
They pointed out that Mrs. 
Wilson was only a tool, a catspaw' in 
Peltzer’s employ; she had received no 
part of the fraud money; she had in­ 
itiated none of the swindles; she was 
a woman, and she had spent many 
long hours with them, giving invalu­ 
able service in clarifying Hic muddled 
affairs of the Peltzer estate. 
Others recalled Judge Latshaw's in­ 
structions to “ 
clean up this real 
estate situation in Kansas City so that 
a deed of trust will be as safe and 
sound as a government bond." 
If Mrs. Wilson, the only remaining 
person who had an active part in the 
swindles, 
were 
exonerated, 
others
